The  highest  scoring  literary  and  art 
pieces  are  then  sent  to  various  English  and  art  teachers,  and  the  winners  of  our  annual  art  and 
writing  contests  are  selected.  The  Galadriel  staff  then  spends  weeks  designing  and  editing  the 
magazine  to  create  one  coherent  publication  (featuring  the  contest  winners'  pieces  as  the 
centerfold)  which  they  then  sell  to  showcase  the  most  talented  writers  and  authors  from  North 
Attleboro  High  School.  This  year's  publication,  most  likely  the  club's  last,  was  a challenge  to 
produce,  but  we  successfully  created  our  magazine  thanks  to  Keaton  White,  our  technical 
expert,  and  Ms.  J O'Brien,  our  dedicated  advisor.  Thank  you  to  everyone  who  made  Galadriel 
special  over  the  years,  from  it's  beginnings  when  the  High  School  first  opened  in  the  1 970's  until 
now,  with  our  last  issue.  Your  hard  work  and  talents  have  not  gone  unnoticed.
